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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Harpswell: | 


I herewith submit my annual report of the Public Schools of 
Harpswell. 

In my report for last year (1945) I felt unable to make a fair 
appraisal of the Harpswell school situation. Since making that 
report I have been present at the annual town meeting and 
have taken part in two citizens’ meetings. Moreover, I have 
visited all the school buildings in town in company with Mr. 
William Bailey of the State Department of Education and the 
Chairman of the School Committee, Mr. Merriman. With these 
and other observations I am now in a better way to judge the 
schools. pees Pan 
_. The purpose of Mr. Bailey’s visit was to make a survey of 
the physical properties of our school situation. In his report 
to a group of interested citizens on August 2nd at Harpswell 
Center, Mr. Bailey pointed out that, although each of the 
buildings was adequate to pass the requirements of the State 
Department of Education and the Department of Health, yet 
they are still rural schools with outdoor toilets, inadequate 
water supply and poor heating and lighting arrangements. He 
further emphasized that so long as these are maintained in 
their present status it will be difficult to have better schools. 
Our experience during this school year is bearing out Mr. 
Bailey’s predictions. As most townspeople know it is getting 
increasingly difficult to find teachers for the smaller schools. 
Even though teachers are engaged they are sometimes limited 
in training and experience so that their efficiency in the 
schoolroom is doubtful. 

With these things in mind the school department is faced 
with the prospect of finding the best teachers available for 
positions as they become vacant and encouraging good teach- 
ers to stay in their present locations. To this end it is pro- 
posed to pay thirty-five dollars per week in all the schools. 
This will mean an increased cost which is reflected in a larger 
budget, but after the unhappy situation we have been through 
in some of the districts during the past year it will seem a 
wise expenditure if it means better schools. 

Nothing in: the foregoing remarks is meant to reflect on 
those faithful.‘and dependable teachers who have. served the 
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town so well during the past several years. One of the hope- 
ful things is that where we have good teachers we are as- 
sured of good schools. With the added inducement of more 
salary it may be possible to find all good teachers. 

This year finds the repair situation under better control but 
there is much that yet needs to be done. Several schoolhouses 
have been refinished inside and one painted on the outside. 
Some needed shingling has been done and the West Harps- 
well schoolhouse has been partially insulated. INow that more 
help is available it seems advisable to keep the buildings un- 
der better repair. At two schoolhouses there is no means of 
displaying the flag. As this is a requirement of law it is nec- 
essary to erect at least two flag poles this year. 

The proposals as outlined above by necessity increase the 
amount of the school budget by over two thousand dollars. 
However, since Harpswell school tax rate was just over 12 
mills and the average for the state was 18 mills, the increase 
does not seem excessive. The budget follows, and the usual 
school and financial schedules are included.
